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Rescue Squad 
Urges Care In 
Winter Driving 



Records Show Big Increase 
* In Number of 
Accidents 
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^tAnlloch Rescue squad records show 
Vint a serious increase in automobile 
J A:ccldenls has taken place tlurlng the 
J/,iast. few months. William Bancdt. 
/aclng secretary of the squad, released 
information this week which shows 
that since Ihe ending of the war and 
the ending of gasoline rationing ac- 
cidents on the roads have made a 
tremendous jump. 

The 1D45 report shows that while 
the squad treated five cases of auto- 
mobile Injuries during the first six 
months of 1945, the past six months 
have seen fourteen calls. Five cases 
of this nature have already been re- 
corded this year.. Blaming Increased 
traffic on the roads as well as win- 
ter drivng conditlofis, the squadmen 
urge that all motorists observe all 
safely rules, especially during the 
winter months. 

The squad's committee for accident 
prevention, headed by Lieut. Herman 
Rosing, is seckng to obtain help from 
the Illinois stale highway department 
In making bke region roads safer. 
Rosing said that his committee would 
meet with accident prevention of- 
ficials of the department in an effort 
^ to mark danger points on local roads. 
""^Hc stated that such places as. route 
SO near Emmons school, where sev- 
eral accidents occurr each 'year, 
would be inspected with an 'eye to 
renu>ving 'haards. 
. S^ad Makes 124 Calli in IMS 
•'The resume of 1945 ealls showed 
■that a total of 124 calls were made 
during the year. Besides the 19 calls 
in cases of automobile accidents, 18 
were made for cases of heart attack, 
31 cases of farm accidents and home 
accidents were ircatcd, and 15 calls 
of a minor nature were answered. 
The squad answers all fire calls aod 
stood by at 16 fires during the year. 
While no drowning cases were re- 
corded in the local lakes, the squad 
was called once each to Cross Lake, 
Camp bke and Round lake to take 
over rescue work there.' 

About 3,400 miles were traveled In 
making the calls and an average of 
four men per call responded to the 
calls. Average time spent on each 
case was 3 hours 5 minutes. Bancdt's 
figures show that about 19 days were 
spent by each of the ten members in 
actually answering the calls, lie said 
that If records had been kept on the 
time spent In maintaining the cqiup- 
ment, meetings, and other duties of 
the various members, that the time 
spent by each member would un- 
doubtedly be much greater.

The squad operated during the war 
j-cars with only ten active members, 
six of Ihe regulars having been with 
the armed services. Since the w^ar's 
ending most of these men are now 
back on the job and have reported 
for duty with the squad. They in- 
clude Geo.

January 18.— Bang's disease, or 
brucellosis of cattle, Is causing econo- 
mc loss and also has become a serious 
health hazard in Illinois and the peo- 
ple of the state should not tolerate 
political interference 'In the enact- 
ment of laws for its. effective control. 
This warning was given here today 
atjthe annual meeting of the Illinois 
State Veterinary Medical Association, 
byi Dr. G. W. Jensen, Antioch, chair- 
min of 'a special committee. i 

Senator Simon E. Lantz, chairman 
ofTthc Senate Agriculture Committee 
"conscientiously gave much lime and 
effort to preparation and adoption" 
of; a revised law for control of the 
disease. Doctor Graham assorted, 
"but it still is a compromise between 
political cxpcndlency and efficient 
diioasc control. 

'The law makes no provisions, un- 
til] July 1, 1947, for control of the in- 
trastate movement of untested ani- 
mals from badly infected herds, thus 
continuing a danger that has serious- 
ly I delayed our progress. One reason 
given was that compulsoi->' testing 
would .slow up the process of * cattle 
trsding. It Is well c^tzblishcd that 
this unregulated traffic in infected 
and exposed cattle always has been, 
and is today, the chief cause for the 
spread oif Bang's disease throughout 
Illinois." 

Methods outlined in ths law for 
preventing the jjnportation Into Illi- 
nois of infected or exposed animals 
were characterized by Doctor Jensen 
asj "confusing and ineffective, and 
not in accord with the direct, effec- 
tive proposal requested by Senator 
Ray Paddock, farmer and dairyman 
with many years' experience' in tu- 
berculosis eradication. We must pre- 
vent a repetition of the early, disor- 
ganized and costly days of our tuber- 
culosis control work. A very valuable 
addition to the law would be an ap- 
propriation for an intensive contin- 
uous program for research and study 
into the many problems that still 
confront us in fighting Bang's di- 
sease."

Moneys avail-able for immediate 
use by the village for use In prepar- 
ing drawings, engineering work and' 
advance planning amount to $2,100 
for the municipal building and $1,463 
for the same use In connection with 
the disposal plant improvement.

It was pointed out by Villagf Clerk 
Roy Murrie that the Federal Works 
Agency iurids inttsl'be matched by a 
like- amount b/'the village and that 
the fund can be used only for ad- 
vance planning and no part of the 
money obtained from cither federal 
or state agencies' • may be used for 
actual construction work.

This loss^MIthfe higheat of any rcporlod for Nov- 
ember in the'lali^.ie'years. 

The nation is as careless with its property now as 
in the most abundant days of peace. Far too "many 
homes, factories and smiler places of business are liter- 
ally choketl with ha2anls that could be removed easily 
and quickly. Thousand-s of structures will be destroyed 
because of failure to remove these hazards. Countless 
people will suffer needless hardship and an untold 
number will die. It will be tnonths and perhaps years 
before reconstruction can begin. This is the story of the 
buildings that are here today and will be gone tomorrow. 
Most of them could be saved, along with the lives that 
will be lost and can never bo replaced. 

Fire prevention authorities strive by everj* means 
at their command to reach the people with the message 
of fire prevention. They belle^'c that eventually they 
will bo heard. Centainly, with property values soaring 
to new highs and tlie difficulties of replacements reach- 
ing the point of impossibility, they should be heard now 

if ever.

which individuals, rather than the people, gain power. 
It represents the kind of Togimcntation that led to total- 
itarianism in Germany. Under thcfguise of promoting 
public health, one of the most wortl^whllc objectives in 
the world, it seeks to establish taxation by indirection 
through deductions from the pay checks of workers and 
the earnings of employers. 

Alrc*ady American workers know how "deduc- 
tions" are cutting nto "lake home" pay. "Compulsory" 
deductions for socialized medicine would be another 
step toward placing the American worker in the posi- 
tion of the socialized German worker who had more de- 
ductions from his wages, for government spending, than 
ho had "take home" pay. 

It is lime to kick compulsion out of the window 
it wc wish to remain a free people.

Criminals had been detected by 
laundry marks since 1863, but de- 
tectkm was haphazard and tedious 
because not even the FBI had a 
laundry mark file. Adam proposed

He told his commanding oftlcer. 
Inspector- Henry R. King, what he. 
had learned. Every cleaner's mark 
has an indicator, a route designa- 
tion and a customer's designation. 
By collecting sample marks and Al* 
ing them, Adorn thought he could 
find the proper cleaner. From the 
route and customer's marks, the 
cleaner could tell the name of the 
person in question. 

Many cleaners use the same in- 
dicator but, with tlic selection nar- 
rowed by locality, Adam, main- 
tained he could pick the right 
cleaner "because no two morks are 
alike." Some cleaners use indelible 
pencil, some ink, some print, some 
write, some use a stamping ma- 
chine. 

"Inspector King gave me the 
green light," says Adam, and he 
started out.

They Were Caught W^hen the 
Japi Invaded Moro. 



NEW YORK. — Three American 
civilians chose death to imprison- 
ment when the Japanese invaded 
the rich Moro island citadel of Julo 
on Christmns eve, 1941. 

Most prominent perhaps was J. 
Scott McCormick, nn American edu- 
cator who spent many years in the 
Philippines and played an important ' 
role in establishing .Amerlcnn edu- 
cational methods there. In 1041 Mc- 
Cormick gave up his government 
post in Mnniln nnd came to Jolo to 
help educate the Moros. He was 
made superintendent of schools. The 
Boy Scout movement was a pel 
interest of his and McCormick be- 
en nic Boy Scout commissioner for 
Sulu and Mindanao. 

When it was plain the Japs in- i 
tended landing a strong force on 
Jolo, Moro teachers implored their ' 
American "superintendent" to run j 
away. They promised to sail him to 
a distant Island where he could hide 
among friends. 

But McCormick refused. On the

He left the schoolhousc with a few 
Moro friends and returned to his 
home. It^was there that the Japa- 
nese soldiers found him. 

When they broke in the door they 
found McCormick standing proud 
and erect, without a weapon. His 
khaki Boy Scout uniform which he 
had chosen for his last hours proved 
a death warrant. The Japanese rid- 
dled him with bullets. 

Perry Macklan, an American 
planter, met death quite differently. 

When invasion became imminent, 
Macklan provided his wife and chil- 
dren with food, and sent them to 
an old Moro stronghold in the moun- 
tains. He stayed behind. 

Two days later the Japanese .sent 
two small landing craft loaded with 
soldiers to Macklan's place. As they 
streamed ashore they were met with 
a fusillade of small arms fire. Six 
Nipponese died before Macklan was 
killed. 

The third American, .Antoni Fraki- 
an, also a planter, never loft the 
street.s of Jolo. When the first Jap- 
anese- soldier approached him, 
Frakian spit in his eye. He was 
immediately shot.
